J. J. Haverty and J. J. Spalding, who 
represented the north side residents 
as objectors and relators, stated that 
the fumes of.the sulphuric acid aris- 
ing from the fertilizer plants consti- 
tuted a nuisance in that they damaged 
plant life in the neighborhood’ were 
dangerous to health and made it nec- 
essary at times for people to keep the 
windows and doors of their homes 
closed to shut out the strong acid smell 
that caused coughing and irritated the 
nasal passages. 

The two fertilizer companies will en- 
gage the services of expert chemists 
and mechanical engineers to devise 
Plans for the abatement of the nui- 
sance complained of and endeavor to 
have the trouble remedied before April 
15. If they do not succeed by that 
date, they say they will have to ob- 
serve the terms of the injunction and 
close down the departments of their 
plants that cause the trouble until such 
time as the proper contrivances can be 
installed to or measures adopted that 
will abate the nuisance. Both compa- 
nies expressed a willingness to appease 
the residents in every way possible. 

If satisfactory plans cannot be made 
to bring about the desired result, the 
residents say the companies will have 
ta, close down their plants or seek oth- 
er locations, as they will insist upon 
a rigid enforcement of the court’s in- 
Anderson & Rountree were 
attorneys for the defendants in the 
case, and the complainants were repre- 
sented by Hopkins & Sons.

Pittsburg, Pa., 10.—An 
avalanche of ice, probably millions of 
tons in weight, is coming down the 
Monongahela river toward this city, 
crushing river stéamers and coal tip-

The Railroads After the War. 


It would be absurd to assume that 
the con@lusion of peace will at once 
restore the conditions under which com- 
petitive railway operation has proved 
at least tolerably satisfactory. We 
shall have problems of demobilization 
equal in magnitude to the problems 
of mobilization, except that time will 
be a somewhat less serious considera- 
tion. We\shall need all our capital 
an denergy for the work of reconstruc- 
tion, and this means that we shall not 
be able to afford the wastes of railway 
competition. We may safely surmise 
that the financial market at the close 
of the war will not be favorable to the 
flotation of large corporation loans. 
Government securities will be widely 
held in every country now at war, and 
the habit of investment in such securi- 
ties will naturally be more or less fixed. 
Corporation securities will only gradu- 
ally recover their place in the market. 
It seems probable, therefore, that the 
railways will need the support of gov- 
ernment credit to obtain cheaply the 
immense sums that they will need in 
the period of reconstruction..

To Make Shoes Last Longer.

When your shoe teather gets dry or 
hard, you should oil or grease it. 
To do this, first brush off all mud 
and then wash the,shoe in warm water, 
drying it with a soft cloth. 

While the shoe is still wet, apply the

“We have defied distress and priva- 
tions, so that our people can look for- 
ward, with God's aid and with the 
utmost confidence, to the accomplish- 
ment of a good peace. “or this, how- 
ever, we must have serious discipline,

aim-—the securing by‘*our arms of a 
strong, safe future for our fatherland.

Text ef Birthday Decree. 
Following is the full text of the Ger- 
man emperor's birthday decree, ad- 
dressed to the imperial chancellor, as 

published in the German papers: 


“The more serious the times and the 
greater the responsibility laid upon me 
by God, the more warmly and the more 
grateful do [I feel for these tokens of 
the most faithful allegiance to me and 
my house. The intimate relationship 
between the crown and the people se- 
cured by my forefathers in lon ears 
of history has in the most hard times 
been drawn most closely. .It gleams 
upon me when I expresa the father-~ 
land's thanks to our heroic warriors 
at the front. It touches me deeply 
when I stand at the bedsides of our 
wounded and dying. It meets me in 
a powrng manner in all parts of the 
homeland, and even here, where it 
finds utterance in open expresaions of 


J earnest anxiety concerning the future 


of the fatherland. 

“Through twenty-six years it has 
been my heart's desire to consolidate 
in peace the empire united by the great 
kaiser and his iron chancellor and to 
promote economic life, science an 
technology, and, therewith, the rise o 
the entire German people to an ever 
greater participation in the intellec- 
tual and economic possessions of the 
fatherland. 

Accuses Enemies of Envy. 

“When the envy of our enemies forc- 
ed me to call up all the po s of our 
people for the defense of our ome soil, 
with deep thankfulness I recall those 
proudest days of Germany’s history, 
when all classes and parties proved 
that our beloved fatherland was worth 
to them every sacrifice. Since then, 
thanks to the superior generalship of 
our great military leaders and the in- 
spired deeds of our army and the aid 
of our allies standing faithfully at our 
side, successes which will be historic in 
the world have been ours.

The colonel awoke this 
morning, however, slighty freer from 
pain after a fairly good night's sleep. 

Cable messages from all over the 
world expressing solicitude and good 
wishes began arriving at the hospital 
today. 

Boverncr Whitman called at the hoa- 
pital this afternoon to inquire after 
the colonel, He sent up his card, but 
did not see the patient. Later ra, 
Nicholas Longworth, the _  colonel’s 
daughter, told Mr. Whitman that her 
father was “getting along very well.” 


Taft Expresses Regret. 

Little Rock, Ark., February 9.—For- 
mer President William H. Taft, who is 
here lecturing to soldiers at Camp 
Pike, today sent to Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt a telegram expressing regret 
at the colonel’s illness and expressing 
the hope that his recovery would be 
speedy. 

This morning a report reached Mr, 
Taft that Colonel Roosevelt was dead, 
He telephoned to a tocal newspaper 
askin or information, and there was 
an evident note of relief in his voice 
after he had been informed that The 
Associated Press reports said Colonel 
Roosevelt's condition showed improve-

It had been large- 
ly discounted, however, by the appar- 
ent anxiety manifested by the repre- 
sentatives of the Ukrainian rada “t 
Brest-Litovsk to sign a peace of some 
sort with Germany and her allies and 
also by the uncertainty as to the reali- 
ty of the peace which has _ been 
achieved on papér. 

Doubt exists as to the extent of the 
control exertised by the rada over 
the territory comprising the so-called 
Ukrainian republic, which it purports 
to represent. That control is disputed 
by the Bolsheviki, who broke with the 
rada representatives at Brest-Litovsk 


and appointed Ukrainian delegates of 
their own when they found the first 
set of Ukrainians, whom they objected 
to as urgeois,” secretly negotiating 
with e central powers.

The investigation will begin at once, 
and if it is found that the privflege has 
been abused, steps will be taken to- 
ward legislating the county probation 
system out of existence. 


Will Coutinue Prebe. 


Solicitor John A. Boykin announced 
Saturday that the searching investiga- 
tion of wholesale automobile thefts con- 
ducted by an alleged organized band 
will be continued, and that a liberal re- 
wards will be offered for the capture 
of the men already indicted, but whose 
arrests have not yet been made. 

Three alleged thieves recently indict- 
ed, but who are still at large, are B. 
H. McWhorter, C. W. Garr and Paul 
Estes. 

That automobile owners in Georgia 
alone are suffering an annual loss of 
$500,000 through the theft of automo- 
biles was revealed Friday at a meet- 
ing of the Georgia State Automobile 
association at the Ansley hotel, At- 
lanta, and resolutions were adopted 
memorializing the state general as- 
sembly to enact drastic legislation to 
meet the situation. 

At the meeting it was shown that 
more than 400 automobiles were stolen 
in the city of Atlanta alone during the 
year of 1917. The same appalling con- 
ditions, it was stated, exist in other 
cities of the state. 

The success with which such thefts 
have been made, it was declared, is due 
to well organized bands of thieves op- 
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effective check upom the theft of aus 
tomobiles and now proposes to make 
a determined state-wide campaign to 
sweep this violation from the state. 
The resolutions adopted by the asso- 
ciation call upon the legislature to 
make the penalty for stealing an auto- 
mobile the same as that for stealing 
a horse, and to prohibit the sale of an 
automobile on which any numbers 
placed by the manufacturer have been 
changed or tampered with until such 
a car has been examined by a repre- 
sentative of the state motor vehicle 
department and 4 permit granted for 
the transfer of the ownership of the 
car. The resolutions also call upon the 


state a sufficient number of motor 
vehicle inspectors to perform in a state- 
wide way the duties now performed by 
his office in respect to regulation of 
motor vehicles, and in addition to give 
such inspectors power to investigate 
sugpicious automobiles and to atd in 
the return of stolen cars to the proper 
owners. 

The city council of Atlanta and other 
cities of the state will be called upon 
to pass an ordinance requiring all deal- 
ers in second-hand automobiles to keep 
an accurate and reliable record of the 
purchase and disposition of all second- 
band cars handled by them.

Whereas, the theft of automobiles not 
only causes an annual loss of over five hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($500,000.00) in Geor- 
gia alone, but facilitates the commission of 
almost every other form of vice and crime: 

Be it resolved, that it is the sense of this 
meeting of the Georgia State Automobile 
association that while we appreciate the 
excellent work that has been done by the 
police department and public officials 
throughout Georgia, that the situation never- 
theless demands a more active campaign 
against automobile thieves, more vigor in 
the prosecution of automobile thieves, and 
the infliction of severer penalties upon those

Londonderry, February 9—-All the 
American survivors from the Tuscania, 
with the exception of about one hun- 
dred sick or injured, and a party of 142 
who landed in Scotland, were today 
quartered in two military camps. 

To a majority of the men the over- 
land journey from the northern coast, 
where they were brought ashore, was 
their first ride in the native toy-like 
trains and they thoroughly enjoyed it 
The news had spread through the coun- 
tryside that the Americaug were com- 
ing in special traine, and.at each little 
railway station groups of farmer folk 
had gathered to catch a glimpse of the 
troops and wave a friendly greeting, 
to which the Americans were constant- 
lly making acknowledgement. Scottish 
troops piped the Americans from the 
railway to the campa. 

Captains Wells and Smith, of the 
American Red Cross, who had visited 
as many of the landing plages as was 
ph yateatiy possible.

A complete issue of 
clothing was made to each officer and 
private. The outfits came from Brit- 
ish stores on orders from quartermas- 
ters and captains and payment is guar- 
anteed by the Red Cross.

- ‘Washington, February 9.—In report- 
ing the administration railroad bill to 
the house today Chairman Sims said 
the house interstate commerce commit- 
tee had amended the measure 60 as 
to vest final rate-making authority in 
the president because under the pres- 
ent law the interstate commerce com- 
mission could not make such necessary 
changes in rates as unified war control 
demands. To amend the statutes so 
aa to provide a non-competitive rate- 
making system, the reports say, would 
be putting on congress an “impossible 


burden.” 

The dill, ag amended, gives shippers 
and consignees all the protection they 
now have, the report continued,..as the 
interstate commerce commission upon 
their complaint shall hold hearings to 
fully discuss the justice, reasonableness 
and fairness of any rate in the ight 
of war conditions. After these hear- 
ings the commission will report its con~ 
clusions to the president for such ac- 
tion as he may deem necessary “in the 
public interest.” 

To allow the interstate commerce 
commission to over-ride the president 
in the ones of war powers, or of 
any powers for that matter, would be 
most “ungeé@mly,” the report eaid, 

‘It should not be overlooked,” it 
added, “that the president ts responsi- 
ble for the financial results of operat- 
ing these great government § carrier 
systems, with gross revenues approxi- 
mating $4,000,000,000. 
must be given powers commensurate 
with his responsibility. The bill, there- 
fore, leaves rates and rate-making un- 
disturbed, except as the president 
otherwise orders.” 

The report discussed each section of 
the measure and pointed out that it 
was distinctly war emergency legisla- 
tion intended to meet the essential 
needs growing out of federal control 
and that it should not be regarded as 
a bill either for or against government 
ownership, or control of railroads. 

The main purposes of the measure, 
the report said, are to provide a meth- 
od of just compensation “as probably 
will result in an agreement between 
the roads and the government de- 
terminative of all rights,” and to con- 
fer authority for financing during fed- 
eral control. 

Before filing the report, Chairman 
Sims submitted it to Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner Anderson, who, as 
the representative of Director General 
McAdoo, gave it his approval

A new order, which applies particu- 
larly to the farming classes, and which 
modifies the wheat conservation rules 
that have been in force for several days. 
requiring an equal purchase of another 
cereal when @ supply of flour is 
bought, was given out last night by 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal food ad- 
ministrator for the state of Georgia. 

The order permits farmers with a suP- 
Ply of other cereals on hand to pur- 
chase flour without having to buy 
wheat substitutes at the same time and 
eubstantiates the announcement, car- 
ried ih a special Washington dispatch 
appearing in last’ Thursday’s Constitu- 
tion, that such was the intention of the 
food act. : 

Dr. Soule has been making strenuous 
efforts since the wheat conservation 
plan was promulgated, and since it 
went into force, to secure authoriza- 
tion for a plan by which the wheat 
conservation plan might be modified 
so far as the farming classes were 
concerned, and after repeated advisory 
communications ove. the wire with 
Herbert Hoover. federa! food adminis- 
trator, a plan has been worked out by 
which a certain discrimination can be 
made in favor of the farmers. 

Card System fer Farmers. 

The plan was perfected Saturday, and 
will consist of a card system, through 
which farmers will be given the right as 
holders of the cards, to purchase flour 
without being required simultaneously 
to purchase an equal quantity of some 
other cereal. These cards. w!)) hb have 
been prepared, are being se" t now 
to the farmers of the state, wr are to 
be filled out by the farmer. , must 
declare’ that he has on hand much 
or more wheat flour substi.ites as 
the quantity of flour specified in the 
card he fills out for purchase, and 
that he agrees to abide by the rules 
and reulations of the United States 
food administration. 

The card must be countersigned oy 
the county food administrator before 
it can be honored | the retail mer- 
chant, and must be surrende::d_ to the 
merchant when the purcha:¢ made. 

Following communications which 
have passed over tiie wires almost con- 
tinuously during the past several days 
between Dr. Soule and the authorities 
in Washington, the following authort- 
zation was sent out late Saturday aft- 
ernoon to federal food administrators 
of all states by Herbert C. Hoover:

“These and former rules can be changed 
by ‘duly authorized statements from the 
federal food administrator for Georgia.

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Dog “Listener” Barks and 
Prevents American Scouts 
From Executing a Daring 
Stroke. 


With the American Army in France, 
February 9.—(By the Associated Press.) 
The Germans are using dogs in — 
front lines to warn them of the ap- 
proach of patrols opposite the Ameri- 
ean sector. A German dog “listener” 
early this morning prevented one of 
our patrols from executing a daring 
stroke. Two corporals who were con- 
cerned in it have been mentioned in 
official reports for their spirit and cool- 
ness. 

Accompanied by two privates the cor- 
porals left a large patrol in a certain 
Place in an abandoned trench in No 
Man’s Land last midnight and went on 
to the German lines. They first found 
& smooth wire barrier which had been 
shot to. pieces by the American fire 
Fifteen yards further on they came 
upon the German wire entanglements. 
The men were inspecting an opening 
in the wire when a dog apparently 
chained on the other side began to bark, 
A dugout door opened quickly in a 
trench and a gruff voice was heard 
to say “fertig!” meaning ready. Sud- 
denly a brilliant rocket went up and 
the Americans threw themselves flat 
om the ground just as a machine gun 
began to spout bullets in their direc- 
tion. A few féet away a heavy object 
struck the ground. This was found 
later to be a bomb which had been 
hurled from the German trench. 

The corporals stayed where they were 
for sometime and listened to the Ger- 
man soldiers talk among themselvea. 
One of the corporals knows German and 
speaks it so that what the Germans 
gaid was understood. After the Ger-

Those who look with favor on the 
increasing nationalization of the busi- 
ness and labor organization of the coun- 
try have no right to demand that inno- 
vations accepted under compulsion dur- 
ing the war be retained without fur- 
ther question as permanent, but they 
are entitled to demand that automatic 
restoration of the status quo ante 
should not be promised or expected. 
What will be needed at the end of the 
war is a genuine reconsideration 
these questions, which should allow suf- 
ficient time for their exhaustive and 
prolonged public discussion, and which, 
if possible, should culminate in a presi- 
dential election. It would be blind ob- 
scurantiam to treat the nationalization 
of the railroad and the coal and food 
supplies of the country as the ephe- 
meral and episodic consequence of a 
military emergency, and to ignore the 
question as to how far the break-down 
of private management during the war 
emergency was not the natural fruits 
of defects which had been sufficiently 
consipcuous under more normal condi- 
tions. It would be no leas obscurantist 
to surrender helplesely at the end of 
the war the public benefits which may 
have acoru from the imcorporsation 
of these essential sources into the na- 
tional organization. 

These economic innovations should 
be watched as a deeply si ficant_ex- 
periment which, thoug rendéred 
practicable by the accident of the war, 
ie far from bel a violent and irrele- 
vant episode in rican economic de- 
velopment.

PRICES OF COTTON 
GOODS ARE RISING 
TO MEET DEMAND 


New York, February $.—The demand for 
cotton goods is still in excess of the imme- 
diate supply, and prices are steadily rising. 
Many of the large gelling agencies have 
withdrawn goods from the market until 
mills have made better headway in catch- 
ing up with back orders. Deliveries ~ are 
|greatly disorganized and delayed by the con- 
ditions arising from congested transporta- 
tion and the lack of fuel. Production Is 
sub-normal and bids fair to continue so for 
some time to come. 

Print cloths and sheetings are on a slight- 
ly higher level than a week ago. Narrow 
print cloths are especially scarce. The larg- 
| est producer of napped goods for fall has 
cut down its orders 50 per cent on fancies 
and 40 per cent on plain gooda, through in- 
ability to fill buyers’ requirements before Oc- 
tober. The demand for dress ginghams con- 
tinues large. Bleach cottons have advanced 
one cent a yard. The higher grades of wide 
sheetings are now on a basis of 65 cents a 
yard for 10-4 goods, an advance of 10 cents 
@ yard over the last price. 

Retail buyers have been numerous in the 
markets for several days, and have oper- 
ated for fall and spring del!fvertes In botn 
place goods and ready-to-wear merchandise. 
Quotations on staple cotton goods are as

GEERS,-THE SILENT MAN, 


VETERAN 


OF THE TURF 


By W. H. Gecher. 
January 25, Edward F. Geers sailed 
into port sixty-seven on his cruise 
through life. He was born on a farm 


near Lebanon, Tenn., in 1851, and has 
always been a resident of the state, 
except during a period of about ten 
years when he was in the employ of 
the Hamline at Buffalo, N. Y. In his 
days hé has seen the pacers come to 
their own in light harness racing, while 
he also did more, than any other driver, 
to make them popular. With the ex» 
ception of Little Brown Jug and Storm 
he either developed or raced,the best 
of the Hals and proved conclusively, 
over all kinds of tracks, that they were 
the gamest and most consistent bred of 


race horses that ever looked through |! 


@ bridle. While doing this the trump 


skill. as a trainer and reinsman has 
made him the dean of his profession. 
Ed Geers drove his first race in 1871 
for a Tennessee preacher and his last 
in 1915 for a New York lady, who owns 
St. Frisco, the greatest racing graduate 


of his school, the honor roll of which' 


presents the names of over a score of 
champions. 

During the first twenty-five years 
of his career Geers developed and ship- 
ped from the sunny southland a for- 
midable array of pacing horses whose 
breeding was unknown to northern folk 
until he made their blood lines familiar 
by topping the race summaries with 
Mattie Hunter, Joe Braden, Brown Hal, 


Hal Pointer, his formidable half broth- 
er, Star Pointer, the first horse to beat 
two minutes in harness, Frank Dortch, 
and the powerful Hal Dillard. They 
were followed -by the flying squad of 
winners from the Village Farm and 
when that establishment disappeared, 
others took their places from the new 
training quarters at Memphis.

On the next trip Ho- 
garth was marked for life at 2:26. Alice 
West.then won a heat in 2:29%, after 
which Hogarth showed in front again 
and Geers secured the fifth heat with 
the Almont filly.

Regulate Ginning Charges by 
Law. 


(From The Progressive Farmer.) 

A matter of legislation in which 
farmers all over the cotton belt ought 
to interest themselves is that of regu- 
lating cotton ginning charges by law. 
Gins should be graded according to 
certain standards of efficiency and 
then charges should be allowed accord- 
ing to the character of the gin, the 
better sort of gins being permitted to 
charge more than gins that seriously 
damage the quality of lint as many 
now do, countless thousands of farm- 
ers now losing money when they sell 
their cotton without knowing that an- 
tiquated gins are to blame. 

Ginning charges should also be regu- 
lated in order to prevent legitimate 
gins from having to compete with oil- 
trust gins which often practically give 
ginning free in orde rto get the seed 
at less than their real worth. <As the 
Cotton and Cotton Oil News of Dallas 
and Memphis said recently: 

“We would like very much to see 
ginning free in order to get the seed 
a side-issue: speculation in cotton seed 
often being the principal business in 
which the ginner is engaged. In fact, 
this evil has become so apparent in 
many states, especially in Oklahoma, 
that the ginning charges have been 
regulated,

The season is nigh for the spring bonnet—and the spring bonnet, like

the spring gown, has its rights. In times of peace and in times of war, both 


have their rights. They are in thdrough accord with real patriotism.” Only 
the talking patriots would deprive the s#ing bonnet of its rights, for whether 
it is white, trimmed in pink roses, or black straw, trimmed in ribbon, the 
spring bonnet represents local trade and home industry. When you strike a‘ 
the spring bonnet and deliberately cripple its rights, you aim a blow at one 
of the most substantial sources from which the country must draw for funds 


to carry on the war. 


Trade and industry represent a large part of business life and pros- 
perity, and when hysterical economies and penurious methods prevail un- 
necessarily they threaten community prosperity and the fund necessary to 


carry on the war is thus in danger. 


To keep as near normal as possible the business life of the nation is a 


direct expression of patriotism, just as direct as the purchase of 


liberty 


bonds, or any other form of war relief work.

The student body of the State Nor- 
mal school at Athens now working ac- 
tively for the thrift campaign, repre- 
sents the first chartered Red Cross 
chapter on record—the founding of 
which was unique. 

Every class and every organization 
fives 25 cents from each paid dues 
toward Red Cross membership. Thus 
each girl as a member of a class, of 
a literary society, of the Athletic as- 
sociation and of the Y. W. C. A., be- 
comes automatically a member of the 
Red Cross. The result is a chapter of 
approximately seven hundred and fifty 
members doing the best of work in 
large quantities. A work room along 
the most approved lines has been fitted 
up and in the fall term 15,000 dress- 
ings were made and sent to headquar- 
ters in Atlanta. All this work was 
done in free periods and aside from 
heavy regular schedule.

The Red Cross and the power of its 
symbol is described in a story written 
by Miss Margaret Nutting of the pub- 
licity department of the southern divi- 
sion of the Red Cross, as follows: 

Late one afternoon during the Red 
Cross drive of last spring, there came 
to the clergy house-an aged woman 
who asked to see the priest. She was 
very poorly clothed and seemed to be 
in great pain. When questioned as to 
her needs she answered: 

“T am not looking for anything for 
myself, father. I'm an old woman and 
don’t need much. But I heard you were 
collecting money for this Red Cross 
and I want to give my share.” 

She took from her purse tWo worn 
$1 bills and put them on the table. The 
priest noticed that except for the two 
bills her:purse was empty, and, con- 
sidering her very evident need, pro- 
tested that she was doing more than 
her share. The answer to this protest 
was sublime. 

“And suppose Iam? There's a lot of 
people who ain't giving what they 
should, and plenty who can’t give any- 
thing. If my $2 can help, why, here it 
is, and the blessin’ of God go with it!” 

Just two days later this same priest 
was called to attend a sick woman 
‘way out in the country.” as the mes- 
senger put it. When the priest arrived 
he found a poor dwelling, and in a small 
room under the eaves he found the 
same aged woman who two days before 
had made her generous offering to th 
Red Cross. The room was devoid of 
every comfort and she was lyimg upon 
a mattress covered with a thin blanket.

In a recent interview in The Nash- 
ville Tennessean, Mrs. Robert Jackson 
describes a patriotic rally at Dr. Guth- 


rie’s church as follows: 

“Going through the quaint church yard, 
surrounded with its old-time iren fence, 
we were ushered into a scene of warmth 
and cheer. Two Christmas trees, bright 
with hundreds of many-colored electric 
bulbs, still stood en either side of the 
chancel as though retaining for us some 
of the cheer and good wiil of the holiday 
festivities, 

“After the ritual service the rectorg, Mr. 
Guthrie, gave a short address upon ‘God 
in Modern Poetry.’ At its conclusion we 
were invited into the parish house. Here 
a large comfortable assembly room in which 
a glowing wood fire and Christmas greens 
seemed to give an additional welcome, was 
soon filled with an interesting gathering of 
people The occasion was a symposium of 
distinguished American poets, presided over 
by Mr. Wheeler, president of the American 
Socfety of Poetry, in which a number of 
our foremost writers gave selections from 
their recent work bearing upon the world 
war. Most of these were in manuscript, 
and in listening to them we realized as never 
before that the poets are the real seers of 
the world, making articulate our deepest 
feelings. 

“Mrs. Douglas Robinson, sister of Mr. 
Roose. elt, gave three striking poems in 
manuscript. 

“Charlies Hanson -Towne, editor of Mce- 
Clure’s, read two sonnets, noting the effect 
of the war upon people he had considered 
weak and without strength of character. 
These poems he called ‘A Certain English 
Actor’ and ‘Willie Lamb.’ The men who in- 
spired these verses had seemed light, 
trivial and effervescent, yet each had laid 
down his life for his country. 

“Theodosia Garrison read two wonderful 
soul-stirring poems, ‘The Ballad of the 
Slacker’ and ‘Jean D'Arc.’ In the latter she 
represents the lily-white Maid of Orleans 
looking through the bars of heaven, beck- 
oning and leading as of old the sons of 
France to victory. 

“Among several selections by Helen Gray 
Cone one stands out. This poem, entitled 
‘Aligned,’ was inspired by the sight of our 
flag intertwined with the flag of England 
and the tricolor of France, heading the pa- 
rade of 50,000 troops which marched down 
Fifth avenue in September. Each verse end- 
ed with the beautiful refrain, ‘My Star Flag, 
My Sky Flag.’ 

“There were several other speakers, 

among them Margaret Rittenhouse; but Ed- 
ward Markham came last, and his venerable 
appearance, with his full white beard and 
long white hair, was the occasion of an 
ovation from the audience as well as the 
artists present. 
Markham, after a few interesting 
remarks, gave the poem read by him at the 
dinner giveh in Washington to the French 
ambassador, an exquisite production, called 
‘France in Battle Flame.’ I only recall one 
extract from this in which addressing him- 
self to France he speaks of ‘The lilies in 
your hair, spattered by the bloed from the 
re of thorns you wear.’ We came away 
m the twilight, feeling that we had indeed 
been upon holy ground, and had been led by 
terse: gifted ones into the heart of life 
taelf.’’

several letters lately from his daugh- 


ter, Miss Norman Derr. distinguished 


/now as the writer o fthe “Mile.-Miss” 
‘letters, ds well as for her noble service 
in Pthe military hospitals of France. 
She has the rank of lieutenant in the 
French army, and since her visit to her 
-home in Atlanta in 1916, she has had 
/many stirring experiences. 

In Miss Derr’s last letter, which 
will be published today*and February 
17, she describes the distribution of

“During a recent visit to Paris to 
recuperate from a severe attack of 
bronchitis I paid a visit to the head- 
quarters of the Red Cross to ask them 
what they could or would ‘do in the 
event of my Christmas cases, expect- 
ed from home, being delayed or se- 
questrated. I was referred to a dear 
little lady, Mrs. Denny, @ much more 
powerful person than her size and sex 
would indicate. She was cordial enough, 
but firm on the point that she could 


0 rovide for soldiers in the trench- 
pogo not in hospitals. That drew 


from me a confession of my dream of 
three years, and before I left it was 
promised that if I could get right of 
way with the army, I could have con- 
trol of 15,000 pairs of filled socks. 

“How did I suppose I could wield 
such vast numbers? I didn’t; I 
just took it on faith that such an op- 
portunity should not be missed, and 
that there would be miracles. 

“Ags soon as I could, on my return 
to my post, I had an audience with the 
medical inspector general. That au- 
gust personage looked first incredu- 
lous, then amused, and said I had 
no notion of numbers, that was at- 
tempting the impossible, but that if I 
liked he would speak to the general in 
command of that division of the army. 
Twenty-four hours tater I was sum- 
moned to meet the medical inapector 
general at the office of the chief med- 
ical officer of the ambulance. With 
a quite altered manner he informed me 
that the commanding general was much 
touched by my generous intention in 
behalf of his soldiers, and that if I 
really thought I could handle the mat-,

Then I set to work in ear- 
nest to. get my scheme of operations 
in shape, and. writing supplications for 
help in behalf of my ambulance that

packed. The dear people had appare 
ently forgotten that, in war-time, caseg 
don’t arrive like letters. :

“All I saw of preparation were three 
open cases’ in the court of the packing 
department, with my name on them, and 
a little ambulance driver in khaki 
struggling with an unaccustomed saw. 
All praise to William Barber, who took 
his carpentry job quite as seriously as 
saving life on the battlefield, for which 
he received the ‘Croix de Guerre’ and 
‘Medaille Militaire.’ I am not going ta 
bewilder you with the peripatetics, tel<« 
ephoning, interviewing, auto chasing 
and money-spending of those days, 
Suffice it that some heavenly minise 
trant took me by the hand and led 
me to do just the right thing at the 
right time. 

“That austere colonel at the railroad 
station fo rthe armies of the west 
telephoned to my army and got per 
mission to put my cases on the train 
that makes the run in twenty-four 
hours instead of four or five weeks, . 
The Red Cross gave the auto trucks 
to deliver them; little Barber hammen 
ing and managing like a Trojan all the 
while. . 

“Dr. Richard Cabot, of Boston, whom 
I have had at last the great pleasure 
of meeting, had given ten thousand 
francs that the socks might be plumper, 
but at the very last I discovered thag, 
because of the famine, ‘they had no€ 
been able to give tobacco.

“That blessed M. Patten, director ” 
millitary affairs, said he wanted to help, 
but. that tobacco was not te be had, 
I telegraphed to the army, got permisa 
siom to buy from its reserves and M, 
Patten gave the funds.

The 
door opened and there stood the ex-« 
pected Pere Noel in dishabille.

Without doubt every woman in the state would like personally to do 
something for the soldiers who are ill in the hospitals in the new cantonments 


where our armies are training for duty in France. Such service appeals 
directly to the sympathies of women, but most of us have to content our- 
selves with doing the things that can be carried along with the many duties 
of the household. , 

But the state editor knows one thing that every single woman in the 
federation can do that will not require more than ten minutes of her time, 
and that will contribute greatly to the comfort and well being of many of 
the men who are ill in the base hospitals. It ig this: Look over your linen 
supply, take therefrom one towel of apy kind that you can spare; and send 

It will be taken to the 
base hospitals for the use of the men who are sick. Before mailing it, mark 
it plainly, in letters about one inch high “M. D., U. 8. A.,” which stands for 
Medica] Department, United States Army.” ‘ 

The military hospitals are short of linen. There are days at a time 
when it is impossible to secure a clean towel unless the nurse takes the 
trouble, in addition to her many other duties, to wash out the towel just used 
and bring it back to her patient rough dried. The government is gupplying 
its hospital needs as quickly as possible, but when the number of patients 
is greater than usual, when there is a delay in the laundry work, or any 
other unforeseen occurrence, the linen supply runs out: Sheets and pillow 
cases also would be welcomed, but this editoria] is a request for towels only, 
though members of the federation may send in other linen if they care to do

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OUR MUSICAL NEED 


The one thing that our Second dis- 
trict needs most towards the advance- 
ment of music ts the organization of 
more musical clubs. We need at least 


two music clubs in every town and 
Village, one for adults and the other 
for children. There is a smal] number 
of elubs in the district which are 
doing good work in music, but the 
district is large and the clubs too few. 
More musical clubs must be organized 
before any definite and progressive 
work can be done. Here awaits the 
most important movement that could 
be undertaken by the music depart- 
ments of our clubs in towns where 
there is no musie club. These depart- 
ments could not ‘be of more service to 
their towns, their clubs, or themselves 
than to organize a music club for 
grown-ups and a Junior Music club for 
the children. All musie teachers who 
are sincerely interested in the devélop- 
ment of music and their pupils will 
gladly help in the work. 

We need these clubs for the benefit 
of the trained musicians just coming 
from our colleges and conservatories to 
fan the flame of enthusiasm and love 
for music, not let it die for want of 
incentive. These fresh recruits will 
put new life and energy into those who 
are “out of practice.” 

-Then there are those who are -x- 
tremely interested in music although 
not performers; people who procure the 
best victrola records; who hear the 
in opera and concert; 
have sometimes a keener 
and appreciation of music than the 
performer. They, too, would. eagerly 
join a music club. These music clubs 
would make it their pleasure and busi- 
ness to oversee the musical progress 
of the town. From them as a center 
there would radiate orchestras, choral 
unions, the music taught fn the pub- 
lic schools, trained choirs, good music 
in moving picture theaters, artist con- 
certs, and a general uplift of tne com- 
munity toward culture, morality, and 
spirituality. 

The need of Junior Music chubs is 
evident. No place should be without 
them, for they solve in great measure 
the question of practicing, of discipline 
in the home and school and, at the 
same time, give the child an interest 
well avorth while and lay the founda- 
tion for building up a solid strueture 
of musical culture. The children can 
be officers and directorgg#in such clubs, 
their activities being ervised by a 
committee of grown-ups. All children 
should be encouraged to become mem- 
bers whether they are studying music 
or not 1 dues might be collected 
and used for the musical education of 
some talented person or for some other 
worthy cause.

From all parts of the country complaints 
against the wretchedness of the mail serv- 
ice are being heard. Conditions seem to be 
growing constantly worse instead of better. 

A short time ago a man in a Tennessee 
city mailed a letter to a business man in 
Atlanta. After three or four days he oara- 
ed the train and came to Atlanta himself, 
and got here ahead of his letter! 

This is by no means an exceptional illus- 
tration of the gross inefficiency of the policy 
under which our postal department is being 
mismanaged. In a communication presented 
in another column, Mrs. Jesse M. Manry, of 
Atlanta, cites an instance in which a parcel, 
bearing a special delivery stamp, was 29 
days in reaching Atlanta by mail from 
Charlotte, N, C.! 

Similar instances are of every-day occur- 
rence; and the whole country, sick at heart,

Toward evening of 
the opening day, according to the news col- 
umns of The Post-Intelligencer the next 
morning, the place was wrecked by the 
crowd outside and police interference was 
all that prevented a riot. 7 

The reason for that was that the city 
had supplied itself with only 1,450 pounds of 
salmon—that being the most popular species 
of fish sold—which it dispensed in quantities 
limited to three and one-half pounds to the 
customer, and when the word passed down 
the waiting line of would-be purchasers that 
the supply was nearing exhaustion all de- 
manded to be served at once, and order 
broke into chaos. 

There was plenty of salmon to be had at 
other markets close by; but the reason why 
everybody wanted to buy from the municipal 
market was that there the price was 7 cents 
a pound, while the private retail dealers de- 
manded 35 cents a pound—the going retail 
price. The municipal market is reported 
now to be handling a ton of salmon per day, 
in addition to the other fish it sells, and 
oysters. The oysters are sold in the shell 
at the rate of 14 cents a pound. 

The Seattle authorities say that by sell- 
ing salmon at 7 cents a pound they make 
just enough to pay expenses—which, of 
course, is all they want to do; whereas a 
| Private dealer must earn, and is entitled to, 
@ profit.

THE BURNING OF BREAD. 

During 1917 there were 240 big food-de- 
stroying fires in the United States, in which 
the loss of foodstuffs equivalent to more 
than half a billion loaves of bread was sus- 
tained. This is exclusive, of course, of the 
great fires in New York, Hoboken, Balti- 
more and elsewhere during last January, 
in which the destruction of grain and other 
food supplies intended for shipment to 
Europe was enormous. 

One of the most distressing features 
about each of these great fires is that each 
was preventable had proper precautions 
been exercised. 

As a matter of fact, fire-prevention 
equipment has been perfected to such a de- 
gree that, leaving out of the equasion “acts 
of God,” practically all fires are preventable. 

Undoubtedly many of the big warehouse 
and grain elevator fires of the last year 
have been of incendiary origin, and others 
of a similar nature, with the hand of Wil 
helm back of them, are to be expected. 

Every pound of food we can ship to 


_ Europe brings the end of the war that much 


nearer; and likewise, every pound that we 
waste or let go up in smoke means that 
much more help for the kaiser. 
Therefore it is to be assumed that the 
Kaiser’s firebugs are abroad in the land, 


alert for an opportunity to touch a spark to 


places where food is stored—and the en- 
emy laughs while the food burns! 

Food loss by fire at any time is deplor- 
able, and should be rigidly guarded against; 
but in times like the present, the erection of 
every possible safeguard against loss by 
fire is nothing short of a patriotic duty that 
is incumbent upon every owner of premises 
in which food or anything of food value is 
manufactured or stored. | 

Keeping such premises heavily insured 
is not enough, because our armies and the 
hungry millions of subjects of our war-as- 
sociate nations abroad can not subsist on 
dollars. They must have food! 


BUILD THE COUNTRY. 


In a letter to the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, recently published in The Con- 
stitution, J. O. Adams, of Gainesville, calls 
upon that organization to “put more energy 
into building up country life. improving con- 
ditions in the country, rebuilding the farms 
and country homes.” 

“Let the slogan of your efforts for the 
next ninety days be,” he says— 

“To get the vacant lands in Georgia 

cultivated, every man produce as 

much as he consumes, every man have 

a small crop and garden; every man, 

no matter how rich or how poor, 

should shuck his coat and get busy. 

The wealthy people of this state 

should begin to put more time to en- 

couraging the agricultural interests 
of the state, raising fine cattle, get- 
ting the country roads around them 


improved, building new school houses 
and getting better school facilities.” 


Good advice, every word of it—only the 
“ninety days” limit should be removed and 
the idea made permanent and of year-round 
application. 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce has 
been driving assiduously, and as effectively 
as its means would permit, toward this very 
objective. from the day of its organization, 
something like four years ago. It was organ- 
ized expressly for the purpose of building up 
Georgia—not one industry, one group of in- 
dustries, but all industries of Georgia, rural 
as well as urban; and, considering its 
sinews, it has achieved remarkable success. 

Lord Bacon, in his essay on “Riches,” 


' said that “the improvement of the ground is 


the most natural means of obtaining of 
riches; for it is our great mother’s blessing, 
the earth’s; but it is slow.” 

In view of the lavish response of the 
average Georgia farm to intelligently-directed 
effort on the part of the farmer—consider- 
ing the abundant yields, together with the 
high prices bid for all manner of crops—the 
improvement of Georgia ground would seem 
not such a slow means, after all, for the 
accumulation of wealth. As a matter of 
fact, financtal risks and personal health 
figured in the equation, there is no gsurer 
road to a year-round competency, long life 
and happiness. 

It is too bad that the attractiveness and 
the advantages of the hills and valleys of 
Georgia are not appreciated in accordance 
with their due, and as they will be some 
time in the future. 

Little can be accomplished in the direc- 
tion of community or industrial development 
wowadays without organization and concert 
of action. The Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce is well established, and strongly en- 
trenched, and it is an ideal vehicle by which 
to do the very things that Mr. Adams and 
every other interested citizen of Georgia 
wants to see done. 

And for that reason the’ business men and 
the citizenship generally of the state should 
be willing and generous in giving the organ- 
ization the support that it merits, and that 
it must have in order to'be of greatest use 
to the state.

UKRAINE IS 


The Ukraine, as a newly independent sec- 
tion of Russia, figures largely in the news. 
George Raffalovich, Ukrainian by birth, is an 
authoritative historian of the country. He 
writes for The New York Sun an article 
bristling with facts. Even the Irish have 
been attracted thither. Some extracts: 

l’kraine covers 850,000 square kilometers, 
an area greater than that of France and only 
a little less than that of Italy, Spain and 
Portugal together. 

Taking the figures usually given by Euro- 
pean writers of repute, there are today 
29 000,000 Ukrainians in the southwestern 
provinces of Russia, between 1,000,000 and 
» 000,000 in Siberia, where they have, espe- 
cially in the Amur region, extensive settle- 
ments: 3.500.000 in eastern Galicia, 400,000 
in northern Bukowina and perhaps half a 
million in northern Hungary on the southern 
slopes of the Karpathian mountains. To 
these figures should be added the half-mil- 
lion Ukrainians who are at the present time 
in the United States, probably as many in 
the Dominion of Canada, a few thousand in 
Australia, and about 50,000 in Brazil. There 
are Ukrainian settlements in Turkey, in the 
Dobrud@ja, and in southern Hungary, but they 
are very small. 

The bulk of the Ukrainians consists, there- 
fore. of those in Ukrainian Russia, in Galicia, 
and in Bukowina, for they inhabit the com- 
pact territory which is only artificially—or 
shall we say politically’—divided between 
Russia, Austria and Hungary. Leaving out 
the Rusniaks, or Ukrainians of Hungary, who 
express no desire to work politically with 
the other members of their nation and who 
in America, upon societies of 
their own, we have a population of over 
33.000,000 stretched between the Caucasus, 
the Black sea, the Karpathian mountains and 
the San river.

First—Ukraine of the right bank (of the 
Dnieper), Podolia, Volhynia, Kief and Kholm. 

Second—Ukraine of the left bank (of the 
Dnieper), Tchernihov, Poltava, Kharkov, 
southwest Khursk, Voronezh and the region 
of the Don Cossacks to the Sea of Azov. 

Third—On both sides of the Dnieper lies 
the Steppe Ukraine, comprising Ekaterino- 
slav. Kherson and the eastern parts of Bes- 
sarabia and Tauris. 

Fourth—North Caucasus, adjacent to the 
region of the Don Cossacks, comprising 
Kuban and the eastern parts of the Stavro- 
polskoi and Therska governments, 

In all these districts the Ukrainians form 
from 76 to 99. per cent of the total popula- 
tion. the rest being Jews, Poles and lastly 
Russians.

While the Muscovites lived under an abso- 
lute monarchy, while the Poles were ruled 
by a haughty and exclusive aristocracy, in 
Ukraine all were free under the Lithuanian 
kings, and republican institutions were grad- 
ually taking root. Many people would leave 
the surrounding country and go to settle in 
Ukraine. Such names preserved in the 
Ukraine as O’Brien and O’Rourke tend to 
prove that people came from much farther 
to settle in the happy land. 


The famous black soil of Ukraine covers 
three-quarters of the country. To the north 
as well as in the Karpathian mountains are 


some 110,000 square kilometers of forests. 


The agricultural soil covers 53 per cent of | 


the aggregate territory of Ukraine and 32 
per cent, if we take in the whole of European 
Russia. which is, however, six times greater 
than Ukraine itself. 

The annual production of cereals 
Ukraine is two-thirds of the whole produc- 
tion in the Russian empire. It is greater 
than that of Germany or France. The ex- 
portation of grains from Ukraine amounts 
to 27 per cent of the production, and of all 
the wheat exported from Russia nine-tenths 
comees from Ukrainian lands. As a matter 
of fact, the trade of Ukraine is more devel- 
oped than that of any part of the empire. 

Ukraine ranks highest among all the coun- 
tries that comprise the vast Russian empire 
as to the annual agricultural production. 
Wheat, rye and barley are the staple crop of 
Russia’s agriculture, and the annual pro- 
duction in Ukraine of these products amounts 
to one-third of Russia’s output. As to other 
farm products, Ukraine’s position is also very 
conspicuous. 

Beet-root, for instance, is especially cul- 
tivated in the Ukrainian provinces of Podo- 
lia, Volhynia, Kief and Kherson; those prov- 
inces together yield five-sixth of the sugar- 
béet production of all Russia. Ukraine pro- 
duces almost all the tobacco of the empire, 
and she has the largest and finest orchards 
and vineyards of European Russia. 

The immense natural resources of Ukraine 
furnish splendid opportunities for the devel- 
opment of manufacturing industries. As a 
matter of fact, 62 per cent of Russia's an- 
nual production of pig iron and 68 per cent 


of Russia's production of steel come from: 
Ukraine. These few facts may furnish suf- 
ficient indication of Ukraine’s economic sig- 
nificance to Russia.

High Time for Change in 
Postal Affairs Management 


(From The Norfolk (Va.) Virginian-Pilot.) 
Ever since Mr. Burieson became postmas- 
ter general he has persistently and consist- 
ently pursued the policy, inaugurated by his 
predecessor in that office, Mr. Hitchcock, 
of seeking to economize, both of reducing 
mail trains and by lessening the number of 
men employed in the railway mail cars. To 
such an extent had this policy been carried 
even before the outbreak of war that 
pouches of mail, particularly newspaper mail, 
had to be carried up and down a given run 
some two or three times before opportunity 
could be found for ‘‘working” them. The 
letter mail, of course, had to be given pref- 
erence, and there was not sufficient force in 
the mail cars to handle both within the time 


at its disposal. 

To contend that there is or can be effi- 
ciency in such circumstances is as absurd as 
it is to say that expenditure of more money 
on the service would not increase its effi- 


ciency. 

What Mr. Burleson needs to realize is that 
the primary purpose of a postal Service is 
to serve the public convenience, not to pro- 
duce revenue for the public treasury. If 
he can not or will not so realize, then it is 
high time he were made to get out and 
make way for somebody who can and will.

It is an interesting and it is a hope-

Will Not Desert Kaiser. 

TI have gone thus minutely into the 
question because:I am anxious to make 
clear the situation as I see it. Ger- 
many is not in a state of anarchy or 
revolution, the German people are not 
prepared to desert their emperor or 
their chancellor; they are not about 
to ground their arms or turn them 
upon their political masters, nor js 
there any present prospect. But they 
are manifesting an ever-growing de- 
termination to dictate the policies of 
their masters and an ¢ver greater pow- 
er to enforce their wishes. They will 
not desert the Emperor-as the French 
deserted theirs in 1814, b&t neither will 
they permit William II. to go: to the 
full length of the Napoleonic folly.

The Best Way to Make Ditches 


(From The Progressive Farmer.) 

While we are laying our underdrains, 
there are fields that must be drained 
with surface drains. And to make 
‘these ditches I have yet to find any- 
thing as effective as the common dump 
scraper. With this scraper the dirt 
from the ditch can be drawn well back 
and used to level the land, leaving 
the banks of the ditch level with the 
surrounding soil surface, instead of be- 
ing piled high with the excavated soil 
as is the case when the ditch js made 
with a road machine or dug by hand, 
thus defeating in a measure the pur- 
pose of the dMch, for example: drain- 
land. Once 
,; make a good ditch with one of these 
scoops, shaping the banks so farm tools 
may be driven across, then seed the 
bottom and sides heavily with grass, 
top dressed with stable manure and 
then keep the plows out of it and one 
has a fairly good water course. It will, 
however, always be a soil waster when- 
ever the adjoining land is being work- 
ed in a hoed crop.

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With British Arm 
Gather in London 


ricans, Wounde 


Americati’ Red Crosd‘Gives 


Big Party for “Unofficial 
Sammies” in London’s 
Famed Savoy Hotel. ,. 


By Hayden Church. | 

London, January 30.—The luxurious 
Savoy hotels always extensively patron- 
ized by Americans, probably never has 
housed a more picturesque gathering 
of our countrymen than collected there 
one afternoon during the holidays when 
the care committee of the American 
Red Cross which looks out for the 


welfare of wounded Americans in the 


forces of the British empire gave a 
party for a big contingent of its pro- 
teges. 

All clad in the “butcher’s blue” uni- 
forms, with ties of vermilion red, 
which is the universa] wear of Britain's 
wounded men, there were gathered at 
the Savoy that afternoon 330 young 
Americans who are serving in either 
the Imperial, the Canadian, the Aus- 
tralian or the New Zealand forces, and 
who have either been wounded, gassed 
or. “gone sick” at the front. These 
boys’ homes in the United States are 


scattered from Maine to California, and 


from the lakes to the gulf and, were 
it not for the care committee of the 
American Red Cross, which began as 
one of the many activities of the 
American Women's club here, they 
would have little enough to remind 
them of home during their, at best, te- 
diaus sojourn in hospital wards. 
j ; A Perfect System. 
The care committee, however. has 
organized a perfect system for hearing 
all about every American soldier in the 
empire's forces as soon as he becomes 
a “case” at any military hospital 
throughout Great Britain (it now has 
the names of over a thousand of them 
on its card indexes), and as soon as 
particulars about one of these boys is 
received, he is written to, visited and 
supplied with all sorts of essentially 
American comforts and good things, in- 
cluding newspapers and other reading 
matter from home. The committee, 
since it started work in May, last, has 
held several big. entertainments for its 
gallant proteges, as well as no end of 
smaller ones, but the dinner and jollifi- 
cation at the Savoy was by far the most 
ambitious “stunt” that it has yet at- 
tempted. And wasn’t it a riot, just! 
The blue-clad members of “Uncle 
Sam's unofficial Army,” as one of them 
described it to me, poured in from mili- 
tary hospitals all over London, and by 
- Pp. m. all was ready for the feast 
that had been prepared. Up to almost 
the eleventh hour, so I was told by Mrs. 
Robert P. Skinner, wife of the Ameri- 


can consul-general, who is chairman of 


the committee, it had been doubtful,

Sidney Webb on Trade Revolu- 


tion. 
(From The New Republic.) 

Sidney Webb, the noted English econ- 
Omist, discusses in The New Republic 
the coming world shortage and the con- 
sequent revolution of international 
trade. He declares that food must 
distributed among the countries accord- 
ing to their need, not according to their 
ability to pay.

Since the war opened, 50,000 wound- 
ed men have been carried from the 
trenches in Salvation Army ambu- 
lances. Three hundred thousapd sol- 
diers and sailors are catered to week- 
ly in the various institutions behind 
the trenches and 100,000 attend the 
weekly meetings. 

Thirty motor ambulances have been 
supplied to the war zones in France, 
Russia and Egypt at an expense of 
$50,000. Forty-one thousand food par 
cels and articles of clothing have been 
distributed to prisoners of war. 

One hundred and fifty-three refresh- 

ent and recreation huts have been 
rected at a cost of $350,000.

The United States department of 


agriculture gad agli other agencies, 
both public and private, have endeav- 
ored for yeare to find same effective 
way to check the ravages of the bell 
weevil, but s0 far, very little hag been 
accomplished except to learn the life 
eyole of the insect, The following is 
the most effective plan te fight the 
weevil: First, plant as early as the 
weather will permit, and ef seme of 
the early maturing wilt reaistant va- 
Tieties; second, cultivate rapidly: 


Pte To DAMAGE 


third, pick the weevils from the 
oung plants when they first appear 
the spring; fourth, pick up and 
burn every squage which falls to the 
ground--they usually contain the eggs 
deposited by the adult weevil. 

With cotton at 30 cents per pound, 
we know it is a great temptation to 
plant a large acreage. We believe 
that every farmer should plant some 
cotton.

am an American. 

“Don’t complain about hardships due 
to government regulations. You haven't 
begun to feel what war means,” said 
Dittlinger. “I have spent the past four 
years in Germany—ever since the war 
started—and I know. Everything that 
has been done here to conserve food 
and fuel has been done in Germany, ex- 
cept that the regulations there are 
much stricter. Not a gram of food is 
dispensed without food cards, and to 
the card system recently has beén add- 
ed clothing and furniture. Now 4 per- 
son wanting a peir of ghoestrings, or 
a collar, or a kitchen spoon, ora chair 
for the front parior, must securé a per- 
mit before being allowed to make ‘the 
purchase.
